Now, California has to eatch it as well 
as the rest of us. Insects which prey up- 
on fruit are there multiplying to an extent 
which makes it quite certain that in the 
near future it will be quite as difficult to 
raise choice fruit in perfection there as at 
the East. ae te 
Live stock, with all the vast numbers on 
the western ranges, does not increase so 
rapidly as does population. Since 1860, 
the population of the country has increased 
65 per cent., while stock has increased 
only 50 per cent. With all the vast 
beef-making pasturage of the plains, pour- 
ing its uncounted animals upon the mar- 
ket, the price is stillas high as when the 
buffalo and Indian occupied the field alone. 


In the absence of any cheap, bulky food 
for pigs in connection with their ratiun of 
middliogs and meal, a smali quantity of 
finely chopped clover hay will be relished, 
and will aid in keeping up an appctite, 
and will contribute to their thrift. Look 
out this steady cold winter also, that they 
have plenty of exercise, and a good dry 
bed to sleep in. Little attentions may pre- 
vent disease and loss. 




















The elevators all over the country are 
tilling up with accumulations of corn and 
whea:. At Chicago it has become a ques- 
tion where future arrivals are to be stured. 
This is on account of the dullness of trade, 
occasioned largely by une limited demand 
abroad. If demand and supply controlled 
prices, it would be difficult to see how even 
the present low prices could be prevented 
from dropping sill lower. At any rat 
corn and wheat are not going to rule high 
through the next growing season.

It was stated before the House Commit- 
tee on Agriculture that pleuro-pneumonia 
exists in Delaware, District of Columbia, 
Maryland, Pennsylvania, Virginia, Con- 
necticut and New York. Dr. Law of the 
Treasury Cattle Commission, said the dis- 
ease was undoubtedly the result of impor- 
tation, and that with plenty of money 
and a federal law it could be stamped out 
in two months. One can imagine how it 
might be better for that great country of 
the West if the two or three millions 
needed to accomplish this should be ap- 
propriated for the purpose, rather than in 
patching up the levees of the Mississippi. 


At first sight the dividend of 15 per cent. 
on the capital stock of the Turner Center 
Cheese Company, declared the other day 
at their annual meeting, looks like a high 
rate when compared with the profits the 
farmers get on the milk furnished. There 
is one consideration, however, 
about it; if the factory had made only one 
half the cheese it did—which then would 
have been as much as many of the factor- 
ies in the State make—it would have had 
no surplus whatever towards a dividend. 
There are two important factors, however, 
in this business—one, the plant, and the 
other the patrons who furnish the milk, 
and it is difficult to see why the former is 
more important than the latter. The best 
way in the end will be for each to acknowl- 
edge dependence on the other, and distrib- 
ute profits as nearly as possible on the 
basis of equality. 

Our Maine feeders are beginning to send 
forward some of their nice cattle.

The Dairy at the College Farm. 
Our readers know there is a herd of 
cows kept at the College Farm. Many of 


them have had an opportunity to inspect 
them in their stalls. it occurs to us that 





results in practical dairying are being 
worked out. Ifthis work is valuable as 
an object lesson to the students in Agricul- 
ture at the College, certainly it carries the 
same lesson to the larger number who are 
studying the business un their own farms. 
An aceurate record is made at each milk- 
ing, in pounds and ounces, of the milk ob- 
tained from each cow. ‘Ihe quantity of 
milk given by each cow in the herd fur the 
year ending November 30, 1883, the end of 
the College year, is here given, together 
with the quantity of butter made, and the 
total income of the cows for the year. 
The figures were all taken from the books 
of the farm superintendent, Mr. Gowell, 
at the time of our visit to the farm in com- 
pany with Mr. Thing, for the purpose of 
taking an account of stock :

When it is taken into account that more 
than half of the above cows were young, 
not having arrived at their full powers of 
production, the record will appear fairly 
creditable. The cow Pet, for instance, 
makes a record of 3,327 quarts, measured 
by the standard of our law, or 4,110}¢ 
quarts wine measure. Helen Hart, a Jer- 
sey, registered in the A. J. C.C. Register 
gave 2,679 Maine quarts, or 3,309 wine 
quarts. There was an average of twenty- 
two cows and heifers inthe herd for the 
year. ‘These cows have given 117,695 lbs. 
of milk. Of this 109,290 lbs. have been 
made into butter, producing 6,017 Ibs. of 
butter. For one pound of butter there 
was required 1834 lbs. of milk. The milk 
not made into butter was sold in the form 
of milk and cream. Had the milk and 
cream sold been made into butter, the av- 
erage to each cow would have been 295 
Ibs., which every one must concede is a 
creditable average even for mature cows. 
The aggregate receipts from butter, milk 
and cream sold was $2,076.64, which to- 
gether with the value of the calves at birth 
—$130, gives an income from each cow of 
$100.30. The above estimate for calves at 
birth does not cover their value as thor- 
oughbreds. Actually they were worth to 
the farm much more than the estimate. 
Another important question to the practi- 
cal farmer (and to the student as well) is, 
was there a profit init? There is buta

Answer: The pedigree of the Drew 


Horse, who was the founder of a remark- 
able family of road horses and trotters, is 
clouded in obscurity, and the following 
correspondence will probably embody all 
that is known of his sire. 


THE PEDIGREE OF OLD Drew. 


A Fredricton, N. B., correspondent 
writes in the January number of the 
Maine Horse-Breeders’ Monthly as follows: 

Perhaps you may think | ama crank when 
I tell you that we know all about the sire of 
Old Drew. He was called Young Buzzard, 
and was bred by Jacob Allen, Esq., who 
sold him to Mr. Hunt in 1840. He was got 
by imp. Buzzard, who came from York- 
shire, England, in 1826. He by Sparahawk, 
by Buzzard, by Woodpecker, by Old King 
Herod.

To which Mr. Thompson replies edi- 
torialiy : 

While we would be very happy to be 
able to contirm the information forwarded 
by our Fredricton correspondent, and to 
publish any cx ication on the subject, 
still we feel, with the evidence at hand, the 
verdict of the public will be that the state- 
ment of our correspondent is “not proven,” 
in which case the pedigree of the Drew 
Horse must stand as it has stood for years, 
“got by acolt brought from Fredricton, 
N. B., by Mr. Hunt, said to be thorough- 
bred.” We recently dispatched a special 
commissioner to interview Mr. Hunt, who 
is still living im the prime of his life at 
Belfast, in this State, and here is his 
story: 

Mr. Hunt says that in the year, 1840, he 
being a young man and just commenced to 
deal in horses—he lived in Exeter, Me., at 
the time—he started with four horses for 
the Provinces, as was the custom in those 
days, to find a market. He drove to Fred- 
ericton, New Brunswick. At that time 
there were a lot of English soldiers sta- 
tioned there, and as he was driving along 
the street, an officer stopped him, and 
wanted to trade a colt for a gray mare 
which Mr. Hunt had in the lot. The 
colt was then three years old, that being 
in the Winter. ‘The officer said ‘the colt 
came from the mare which stands by the 
side of him. [ brought her from England 
with me. The colt was in her when | 
came away, asihad her served myself. 
The mare is a thoroughbred runner, and 
so was the horse.” Mr. Hunt says the 
colt was a blood bay in color, 16 hands 
high, and could run very fast. Indeed 
Mr. Hunt won one running race with him. 
He then drove the colt to Woodstock, and 
Houlton, and home to Exeter. His 
father’s farm was next to the Drew farm, 
and jn the Spring he turned the colt out 
to pasture. Mr. Drew had two mares in 
an adjoining pasture, and the colt got with 
them, and got both with foal. One of the 
foals got his leg broken, and was de- 
stroyed, the other was the famous “Drew 
Horse.” Mr. Hunt had his colt castrated, 
and the Drew Horse was the only one he 
left. Mr. Hunt says this is all he knows 
about the colt and that imported Buzzard 
was not his sire. 

‘The dam of the Drew Horse was Boston 
Girl,a bay mare about 154¢ hands high, 
foaled about the year 1836, bred by Mark 
Pease of Jackson, Me., got by a horse 
called Sir Henry, bred by Elder James 
Lewis, of Gorham, Me., he by a son of 
American Eclipse, taken from Connecticut 
to Maine by Dr. Brewster, now dead. Sim- 
eon Pease bought Sir Henry in March, 
1834, and brought him to Jackson, and in 
the September following he sold him to his 
brother, Mark Pease. The dam of Boston 
Girl was Lady Jane, by Winthrop Mes- 
senger, 2d; dam, Morgan. When four 
years, old, Mr. Pease sold her to Wm. Mor- 
ton of Exeter, Me., and he sold her to 
Hiram Drew, alsoof Exeter. While owned 
by Mr. Drew, she beeame the dam of the 
horse afterwards known as the Drew Horse. 
ib 1843, Mr. Drew took her to Boston, and 
sold her to F, W. Lander, afterwards known 
as Gen. Lander, and killed during the war. 
Gen. Lander sold her, and after having 
several diff-rent owners, Dr. Sanders, the 
Veterinary surgeon, bought ber of Ives G. 
Bates, agent for the Inman Steamship Co. 
Dr. Sanders sent her up into Vermont, on 
a farm, and tried several years to get a colt 
from her, but could not. Her fastest pub- 
lic record, while owned in the vicinity of 
Boston, is said to be 237. She was once 
known as Grace Darling. 

The Drew H orse has two representatives 
in the 2.30 list.—Gen. McLellan, 2.29 and 
and Dirigo, 2.30. Dirigo | have aiways 
considered the best son of Old Drew. He 
was formerly called Geo. B. McClellan, and 
was a brown stallion, 154g hands high, 
weighing about 1050 Ibs., foaled in 1856, 
bred by the late Horace McKenney of Mon- 
roe, Me., got by Old Drew, dam said to be 
oearly thoroughbred. McKenney sold him 
in 1864 to Capt. Sanford of Bangor, for 
$7 000, and he was subsequently purchased 
by David Quimby of Corinna, Me. He was 
a horse of tine style and carriage, and not 
only one of the fastest walking stallions in 
the country, but is a horse of the finest 
speed and courage as a trotter. He was 
very successful in the stud, as the sire of 
Little Fred, Black Walnut, Bully Brovks, 
Hard Road, Maine Girl, and many others 
of note. In 1864, Sept. 24, in a race against 
Gen. McClellan at Belfast, he won the first 
heat in 2.29. He is represented in the 2.30 
list by Camors, 2.2534; Little Fred, 2.2634 ; 
Bully Brooks, 2.28; and John Virgin, 2.29.

Lorillard’s Mortemer, that | thought his 
equal. Prices for carriage teams range 
trom $800 to $2,500. Several sales have 
vceurred in which $5,000 has been 
paid for high-stepping, fancy teams. 
Lhis is the market of the world.” 

Mr. Isaac Dahiman, a veteran dealer of 
imported and native horses on a large 
scale, from cobs to Percherons and Clydes- 
dales, also imparted interesting informa- 
tion regarding carriage horses. Among 
other things he said: “New York is not 
what it was twenty-five years ago. With 
its enormous growth men have become 
richer, and in place of hundreds of weal-

per cent. less stock. Formerly many far- 
mers bred fine carriage horses. Then 
came the craze for trotters. Breeders 
thought they saw more money in raising 
fast steppers than in carriage horses. Nar- 
row-chested animals appeared that had to 
be sent along with toe weights and boots. 
One in forty, perhaps, would be sold for 
first cost. if farmers had continued rais- 
ing coach horses, all of them would have 
made money. 

Some breeders are beginning to realize 
this fact, and the breeding of coach horses 
is increasing. We get our best native 
horses from Kentucky, Ohio, Michigan, 
Illinois, Indiana, lowa, Wisconsin, Maine 
and New York. But the demand is im- 
mense, and can’t begin to be supplied. If 
arich man desired to purchase a pair of 
perfectly matched steppers, with style and 
action, he can’t procure them at any price. 
| could readily dispose of 300 pairs at home 
and 200 teams for European customers if 
[had them. The most stylish and fashion- 
able teams bring from $3,000 to $5,000. 
(he average team runs from §500 up. 
But, as I remarked before, there is a de- 
mand for stylish horses that cannot be sup- 
plied at present. That is the reason I am 
importing stallions of style and high action 
from France for breeders in this country. 
They are as short of carri horses in 
Europe as they are here. They prefer 
American bred horses to their native stock, 
because ours are better broken, easier to 
handle, and more intelligent. 

“Mr. ©. J. Hamlin, the grape sugar 
millionaire of Buffalo, has purchased the 
majastic trotting stallion Mambrino King, 
and | have sold him several large French 
coaching mares. His idea is to cross the 
mares with Mambrino King and other 
great American trotters. The sire will 
give them style, and the dams will impart 
size and action.” 


Ezra L., one of the most famous of Maine 
horses, is owned in this city. As is well 
known, he is by Gideon, a horse that has 
more of the old Messenger blood in his 
loins than any stallion in New England. 
Ezra gained a record of 2.2144 in a race 
last summer, and if he had not received an 
injury to a tendon, would have trotted be- 
low 2.20. This winter he is driven from 
eight to ten miles a day, and will be in 
most excellent condition for campaigning 
next season. A large number of fine 
horses and promising colts are owned here. 
(he establishment of the Eastern Maine 
Fair has awakened a new interest in the 
breeding of horses from the best of stock. 
Good driving horses find a ready sale here, 
but not so much is done in this line this 
winter as last, for the reason that most of 
the sale horses have been bought up. It is 
to be hoped that our farmers will not 
make the mistake of selling their well-bred 
mares. They are worth more to breed from 
than to sell. 

General Withers, the celebrated Ken- 
tucky breeder, says itis an irredeemable 
mistake to allow a good brood-mare to go 
from a State. It ought to be obvious to 
all, that it is necessary to have a good mare 
to breed from, as to be particular in re- 
gard to the stallion. All these things are 
becoming better known every year. The 
writer a few days ago, visited the stable of 
Mr. J. P. Bass, one of the proprietors of 
the Daily Commercial.

Again, in ordering eggs for hatching, don’t 
wait until your hens are ready for them, 
but make up your minds what you want 
and from whom you ‘will order. Then 
correspond with, and ascertain that the 
party has just what you want, state your 
wants freely, and send your order to be 
filled on demand. 

One of the best nest-boxes for setting 
hens is acheese box filled partially with 
dry earth and covered with dry, fine hay 
or chaff. Place these in some secluded 
place where there will not be much change 
of temperature, and where the hens can 
leave the nests and return when they 
please. Provide plenty of feed, corn, oats 
and barley, and fresh water, also a good 
dust bath, and then wait patiently for re- 
sults. 

Facts worth Enowing. 

Pure fresh water is essential to the 
health of fowls, and without this neither 
good health or productiveness can be se- 
cured. The comb is atrue index of the 
health and condition of the fowl. If 
the comb is dull in color, black or pale, 
the fowl needs immediate attention. No 
breed of fowl will be as healthy or yield 
as many eggs, if confined, as when they 
have an ample range, and are occasion- 
ally changed to fresh runs. None of the 
white or black breeds of fowl look as well 
when dressed, as the mixed. or parti-col- 
ored ones. In feeding, don’t throw out 
large quantities of food to be gobbled up 
at once, but scatter it about so that it will 
be eaten more slowly. Don’t feed one 
kind of grain exclusively, but change fre- 
quently. It is well to introduce fresh 
blood every year, or surely once in two 
years, by purchasing maies of the desired 
breed. When old birds have passed their 
prinie, their progeny are not as strong, and 
are more liable to leg weakness, gapes and 
roup, while they will not be as good 
layers. 

Breed always from the most active and 
vigorous birds, mating two-year-old males 
with pullets, and Cockerels with old hens. 
in making up breeding pens, allow five to 
seven hens, or pullets, to each male, and 
in this way secure a larger per cent. of 
hardy chicks from the eggs set. ‘he hen 
isa machine capable of a certain amount 
of valuable work, if properly fed and cared 
for, and, as this work, to be profitable, 
must be performed within two years’ time, 
it is necessary that they should receive all 
the attention possible, and the production 
of eggs hastened. If scurvy legs appear, 
wash the legs with kerosene, or rub them 
with a salve made of equal parts of lard 
and sulphur. ‘I'wo or three applications 
will usually kill the parasites, which are the 
cause of the trouble, and effect a cure. 
Next month setting hens will be in demand, 
and breeders will be anxious to secure 
early chicks. A mistake too often made is 
to give the hen as many eggs as at any 
time in the season, forgetting that the 
cold weather of March will not permit any 
exposure of the eggs without their chill- 
ing. Until April, not over seven or nine 
eggs should be given a hen, and the nests 
should be well protected from the cold. 
It is far better to give too few than two 
many. There should be no delay in mat- 
ing the breeding pens, as it will be advise- 
able to allow the flocks to run together 
two weeks, at least, before the eggs are 
saved for hatching. 


Sun flower Seeds for Stock. 


One of most valuable articles of food for 
poultry, is sun flower seeds, and the ease 
with which they can be raised, together 
with the enormous yield, makes the crop 
one of the most profitable known. A 
learned Professor in Sweden has lately 
published a report on the value of this 
seed as food for cattle. It contains thir- 
teen to sixteen per cent. of fat, and thirty 
to thirty-five per cent. of protein substan- 
ces, and has a nutritive value far above 
many other kinds of food. 

In some parts of our own country, ex- 
péfiments have been made to test its value 
with milch cows, and also beef cattle. It 
increases the quantity and richness of the 
milk, and also che quality and flavor of the 
beef. For poultry there is nothing better. 
itis not only fattening, but stimulating, 
and the hens seek the seeds eagerly. ‘The 
yield is remarkable, one seed often pro- 
ducing a pint or more. Itis also a power- 
tul absorbent and planted about a sink- 
spout or cess-pool will absorb the malaria 
arising therefrom. We have grown these 
seeds for several years, and tind nothing bet- 
ter for our poultry, or more profitable. The 
ground cannot be too rich, but should be 
‘thoroughly worked over, and made light, 
then plant the seeds about a foot apart. 
As the stalk grows, nip off any side shoots 
that appear, so that the whole life of the 
plant may center in one head. Plant the 
variety known as the “Russian,” and heads 
will be gathered from twelve to fifteen 
inches across. Itis a good plan to plant 
early in the season, and gather the heads 
as soon as fully ripened, before the seeds 
begin to drop out. 


Incubators. 


We would caution those of our readers 
who contemplate purchasing an incubator 
against purchasing a machine simply be- 
cause it is cheap. The American Agri- 
culturist has lately exposed one of the hum- 
bugs who sell a pamphiet of thirty pages 
for two dollars, giving instruction how to 
manufacture an incubator for five dollars 
that will prove successful. We advise our 
readers to examine the claims of each, be- 
fore they purchase. and learn something 
about running the machine before they in- 
vest their dollars. it is true that there are 
many in use that are proving successful, 
but it requires care and a certain amount 
of skill to make them profitable to anyone 
besides the manufacturer.

I took sides with Mr. Tabor, that we 
ought to import them from some less 
favored locality, to be treated as fellow 
citizens. Before speaking of education, I 
sald be it far from me to say anything 
against education. Perhaps | should. have 
been better understood if I had said, “to 
what is eur system of education tending?” 

Then | asked some pertinent questions 
which went to show that our system of 
education was not producing farm laborers, 
but rather begot a repugnance to such 
labor. My subject was farm labor and fe- 
male help, from beginning to end, and not 
a wail against education. 

Norah pertinently asks, **do we not have 
thieves, robbers and murderers in the un- 
educated class?” Yes, madam, but we ex- 
pect better things from educated people. 
She wants to know where | live, and ex- 
presses great sympathy for my daughters. 
thanks for the sympathy, but | am not 
aware tha. they need it. 

We live in the good old State of Maine, 
surrounded by schools, and not very far 
from where the Maine Farmer is printed. 
My daughters are fairly well educated, and 
can play the piano as well, perhaps, as 
Norah’s help, whom she calls Susie. ‘Those 
who are not married are in good, honorable, 
paying business. All who know me or 
have read my writings, know lam ver 
much interested in the education and wel- 
fare of the young. What I said about run- 
ning in grooves and progress being at an 
end, was where | took exceptions to Pro 
Bono's ideas of the good time coming, 
when every honest and honorable employ- 
ment should be filled with persons compe- 
tent for the place, and willing to occupy 
each place, because all places would be 
equally honorable.
